Awful Railroad Disaster. 


The Father Matthew celebration at Hazlc- 


ton, l?a., cu Wednesday, was attended by 
many thousands, men, women and children. 
TMe people along the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road were taken there in the morning iu 
seven trains. All went well until evening, 
when the fourth faectiou ran into the third, 
which, for some reason, had stopped at Mud 
Run, five miles from "White Haven. 
The 


result was one ot the most awful railroad 
disasters that ever occurred in that region. 
The road lies close beside the Lehigh river, 
a steep embankment, sixty feet high, run- 
uiug down to the water. Several of the 
curs rolled down this, and others were 
crushed against the cutting on the other 
bide. 
The engine plunged her full length 


into the crowded mass of humanity. 
The 


shock drove the rear car through the next 
one for two-thirds of its length, and the sec- 
ond car was forced into the third. 
Fifty- 


seven persons were killed, not a soul escap- 
ing alive from the rear car. 
Scalding water 


from the engine poured upon the wounded, 
adding to the honor of the situation. Forty- 
six of the dead were identified, most of them 
being from Pleasant Valley, Lnzerue county, 
with some from Scran ton, Minooka, Hyde 
Park, and other points. To free the bodies 
iu the lear car the trainmen attached a loco- 
motive to the wrecked engine and started 
to pull it from the car. 
The first movement 


of the shattered wreck brought from the 
wounded such cries of distress that the sur- 
rounding friends ordered the engineer to de- 
sist on pain of his life. 
They did not wish 


to see the mangled forms still further inuti- 
lalctl. 
The l'e\v houses about the spot were 


thimvn open to the suil'eriug aud bonfires 
\\cif lighted to aid the work of relief. 
The 


rutirouii authoiitics madu every uiVort, nnd 
*eut trains to the ies>cue. 
JJefmu duylight 


the uninjured and wounded were borne 
away from the wreck, aud by afternoon the 
dead were placed ou a funeral train and 
started 
homewards. 
Most heart-rending 


hcenes were to be witues&ed as this train 
btopped at the stations iu the evening, to 
deliver its awful freightage. 
At Pleasant 


Valley, one after another, forty-six white 
sheeted bodies were carried out, amid the 
groans aud shrieks of the bereaved irieucls. 


Deaths have bince been occurriug, and the 


number is now stated at (36. 


The Railroad company is investigating 


he cauae of the melancholy disaster— by 
some attributed to a flagman, who, instead 
of hurrying back to flag the rear train, 
stopped io talk with a number of girls.

This bilk will be about oleomargarine or 


•bogus butter. It is a subject iu wbicb eveiy 
;dairy inriuer is interested, and which cou- 
'csrnsrmr Bucks county fanners u hundred 
. times more closely than the wool question. 
'Iu this article I want to show, tnitl think I 
'•will succeed, that the Kepublicau platform 
ami policy of high protection is detrimental 
'to our dairy fanners. 1 want to show, also, 
that Mr. Cleveland stands by the former. 
, 
Xobody knows better thau the farmers 


'themselves in Bucks, Montgomery, Chester 
:and Delaware counties that the greatest fee 
of the dairy up to the year 1S3(> was oleo- 
margarine. 
The nasty stuff-was manufac- 


tured from revolting materials, purified by 
chemicals, divided intoponud lumps, print- 
ed aud sold as jitti'e dairy butter. The crude 
materials entering into the manufacture of 
oU'Miini'suiiH'. tl'iit is, fat, ofilil, cotton seed 


oil, dr.. .mi \ < ry fhcsip, and tberclnrp the 
»i:iut:f.t< Uiifd article n»uld l«s sukl i'.ir be- 
low %vliju jienuine liutter should command. 
The' manufacture of olcouiurgarine WHS a 
very profitable business, because the margin 
between the manufactured piotiuct and the 
cost of producing pure butter was very 
great 


The number of factories and the capital 


engaged in the business increased rapidly. 
The ihot of oleomargarine being sold in 
competition with pure- butter was not the 
•worst feature; the Iw&e deception of selling 
it through the representation that it was 
pure butter, whereby the farmer was de- 
frauded and the consumer imposed upon, 
•was,the principal reasou why we "kicked." 
Yon will all remember how hard we farm- 
ers worked to have the oleomargarine law 
passed—-the meetings ve held, the time we 
ga~\e to the matter and the large contribu- 
tions we made from our purses. I think 
the farmers never made a stronger effort to 
accomplish a purpose. 
The Commissioner 


of Agiicnlture was our warm friend, and 
earnestly united v.ith us in the request for 
the passage of the bill. He embodied his 
his views iu a communication, of which the 
following is au extract: „ 


"There are from four to five millions 


American citiaens engaged iu the dairy bus- 
iness, and they must all abandon it and be 
driven into some other already overworked 
branch of industry, unless they cau be re- 
lieved from the present ruinous competition 
•with cheap imitations of butter aud cheese. 
This legislation is necessary because the 
States have not been able thus far either to 
suppress or properly control the great evil of 
•which I have spoken, and a autl'idenfc reme- 
dy can be found nowhere, iu my judgment, 
save uiidcr the Federal Government." 


"Weilj the bill imposing a tax of Ht'teen 


cents, per ponnil upon bogus butter aud re- 
quiring every pound to be plaiuly stamped, 
passed Congress and came before President 
Cleveland for his .icLion. 
The strongest 


possible influence was brought to be.ir upon 
the I'retjideiit to induce him to veto ib, and 
I confess some of us fuaicd he would. 
The 


attorneys of tin- oleoni.irganne interests 
invoked even Ute shield of the Constitution 
to piotecfc their clients, who were lobbing 
aud defiuuding the laimerol his hard-earned 
and lust profits.. 
Uut President Cleveland 


never wa\ered in hi-* fidelity to the fanners. 
He bad taken paitifiilar pains to investigate 
for himself and saw the justness of their 
cause. 
On August 2, lyriO, be iiftixcd his 


signature to the only law that allbrds gen- 
uine protection to any branch of the great 
agricultural industry of this country. 
He 


gave the following reasons for signing the 
bill: 


"Ib has been urged as au objection to this 


uaeasuie that, while purporting to be legis- 
lating for revenue, its real purpose is to de- 
stroy by the ubo of taxing powers, one in- 
dustry of our people for the lieueitt aud pro- 
tection ofanother. 
Ifentitled to indulge ia 


such a suspicion as a basis of official action 
in this case, uud if entirely satisfied that the 
consent ni'uees indicated would 
ensue, I 


should doubtless feel constrained to inter- 
pose Executive dissent. 
But I do not feel 


called uuon to intcipret the motives of Con- 
gress otht-iwise thau by the apparent char- 
acter of the bill which has been presented to 
me, ami I am comiuced that the taxes which 
it eientes cannot possibly destroy the open 
and legitimate maim fact ure and sale of the 
thiuj: upon which it is levied. 
If this article 


hus the merit which its friends claim for it, 
ami U' the people of the laud, with full 
knowledge of its real character, desire to 
puiclmse and use it, the taxes exacted by 
tins bill will permit a fair profit to both 
manufacturer aud seller. If the existence 
of the commodity taxed aud the profits of 
its manufacture and sale depend upon the 
disposing of it to the people for something 
els-ii which it deceitfully imitates, the entire 
enterprise is a fraud aud not au industry, 
and if it ciiimot endure the exhibition of its 
real character, which will be affected by the 
inspection, supervision and stumping which 
tho bill directs, tho soouer it is destroyed 
the better, in the interest of fair dealing. 


"Such a result would uot furnish the fiist 


instance in the history of legislation in which 
urevcuuH bill produced a beneGt which was 
merely incideuta[ to its mara purpose. 
There \* certainly uo industry better en- 
titled to the incidental advantages -which 
may follow this legislation thau our farming 
ami dairy interests, and to none of our peo- 
ple should they be less begrudged than our 
farmers and dairymen. 
The present depres- 


sion of their occupations, the hard, steady 
aud often unremunerative toil which such 
occupations exact, and the burdens of taxa- 
tion which our agriculturists necessarily 
bear entitle them to every legitimate con- 
sideration. 


uNor should there be opposition to the 


incidental effect of this legislation on the 
part ot those who profess to be engaged 
houestly and fairly iu the manufacture and 
sale of a wholesome and valuable article of 
food, which, by its provisions, may be sub- 
ject to taxation. As long as their business 
is carried on under cover aud by false pre- 
tenses, such men. have bad companions in 
those whose manufactures, however vile and 
Imrtful, take their places without challenge 
with the better sort iu common crusade of 
deceit against the public. But as this occu- 
pation and its methods are forced into the 
light, and all these maiiutacturesmust either 
stand upon their merits or fall, the good 
and bad must soon part company, and the 
fittest only will survive." 


Previous to the passage of this act, several 


State laws had been passed, but they were 
not effective. The oleomargarine manufac- 
turers always succeeded ia evading them. 
If driven out of one State they settled iu 
another. Only the internal revenue ma- 
chinery could afford the protection the farm- 
er needed. 
Xow the same method of super- 


vision aud accountability applies to bogus 
butter factories as to whiskey distilleries. 
This supervision has been so complete that 
no evasion of the law is possible without de- 
tection, and after detection follows speedy 
punishment. This product is branded for 
just what it is aud to every pouuti is affixed 
a coupon stamp representing the revenue 
tai oi iifleeu cents. 


Under the beneficent operation of this law 


the sales of the dairy farmers of the country 
increased 525,000,000 in oue year, aud in 
the State of Pennsylvania alone, the differ- 
ence was about $2,000,000. Isn't that an 
item worthy of notice? 


Wo all remember the gloomy outlook for 


the dairy farmer beiore the passage of the 
law. 
"Why, didn't it look as though the 


manufacture of .butter and cheese would 
have to be given up if something was not 
done? 


To whom belongs the crefcit for this law V 


First aud -ibremost, to the farmers them- 
selves for.their indomitable plack iind cour- 
age in pushing the measure from its incep- 
tion to its fiaal passage by Congress; secondly 
aud lastly, to President Cleveland who uot 
only signed the act, but gave personal at- 
tention to its execution in his desire ro ben- 
efit thfs farmers. "Yes," I hear my Repub- 
lican neighbor say, (1but bow could the act 
have become a,3aw had it not passed the 
.Republican Senate? , Don't the Republican 
Senators aud Congressmen deserve any cml- 
it?!> Very little/ ioy. friend. The same 
-^Republicans who stood up in the balls of 
Congress to advocate the oleomargarine bill, 
went to Chicago three months a^o and tle- 


dared to this country they ''favor the entire 
repeal of internal taxes rather than the sur- 
leuder oftin^p;t>t of our protective system." 
They tuiued tail on the farmers, aud these 
very faame men are to-day stuinpiug the 
country and doing their best to elect a man 
to the Presidency who has given his pledge 
that he will reduce the surplus by sweeping 
away the whole internal revenue machinery 
before he would reduce the burdensome im- 
port taxes upon the necessaries of life. 


AU patties agree that this surplus must 


be reduced. 
General Harrison says in his 


letter of acceptance the reduction should be 
accomplished by purchasing outstanding 
bonds, necessarily at a high premium; but 
I think it will be a long time before the 
farmers, business men aud laborers of this 
country will permit their taxes to bo paid 
out to enrich the wealthy bondholders by 
paying them enormous premiums. 
Then 


only one of two ways remains by which the 
surplus can be reduced, except by wasteful 
exlravagauce—either by repealing the in- 
ternal revenue laws, or by reducing an ex- 
cessively high tariff. 
Fellow farmers, let us 


reasou with ourselves; let us give thought- 
ful consideration before we vote, whether we 
shall support by our ballot a policy that will 
again remove the protection from the only 
product ot" the farm or dairy that now has 
real protection, and allow the manufacturer 
of oleomargarine to parade his wares again 
as genuine butter. 


President Cleveland has stood by the 


farmer. 
Ue has had the courage to guard 


"the rights of the grcnt dairy interests of the 
country, involving a yearly product of over 
$6'00,000,GOO—twice the value of our whole 
iron product, three times the value of the 
product of our cotton manufactures, and 
four times the value of the product of our 
woolen manufactures. 
The poor compensa- 


tion of our votes would hardly repay this 
great favor. 


The issue is as clearly defined as the nose 


on a man's face. 
Mr. Cleveland has shown 


himself the farmer's triend. 
General Karri- 


son mukos his HgUt directly against the in- 
terest-, ot the farmer by appealing for ^up- 
}»ort ft oui a platform that favors free bo^us 
butter, ftee whiskey aud free tobacco, before 
reducing the taxes on. the common necessa- 
ries of life. 
Why should we not vote for 


ourowu interests? Nobody will do it for 
us. 
Kemember that.—f)oi/lestown Democrat. 


2£ialcading the Farmer. 


In a speech to a delegation of agricultur- 


ists on Tuesday General Harrison proved 
himself the peer of Elaine in the matter of 
falsely presenting the true purpose of the 
Mills bill. 


He declared that measure to be drafted to 


the detriment of the farmers' interest by de- 
priving him of the benefit which he enjoys 
under the present tariff laws. To say that 
the farmer is protected by the present tariff 
laws is a deliberate falsehood, and General 
Harrison knows it. The farmer instead of 
being protected by the present 
tiiriff is 


heavily burdened with the weight of extor- 
tionate taxation. 


It is a notorious fact that the farmers of 


this country are compelled to pay a higher 
price for a plough ot" domestic manufacture 
than the same American plough is sold at 
in foreign countries.
